Aeport of the Srhool ‘Coumitter 


OF THE TOWN OF BURLINGTON, FOR 1864-5. 


Agreeably to the requirements of law and of custom, the 
School Committee of the town of Burlington briefly present 
this, their Report, for the year 1864-5. 

At the annual March meeting, the town unanimously voted 
that it was expedient to continue the system of the previous 
year, by which each district was allowed thirty weeks of tuition: 
It was also decided that the Centre School should be kept for 
one winter term. These instructions have been carried out, and 
we present the following as 


STATISTICS. 


The amount of money raised by the town for the support of 
Schools, for the year, 1864-5, was $800 00. The amount of 
money received from the State, for this year, was, $26 14. 
Total, $826 14. 

The number of Schools kept in the town has been five in all. 
four in the outskirts and one in the centre of the town. Each 
district school has been kept three terms, making in the aggre- 
gate thirty weeks for each, in addition. to which there has been 
one term of 14 weeks in the Centre, making a total of 134 
weeks, or of months, 334. 

The compensation of the female teachers, for the 
first term, was $4 50 per week, making, for 48 weeks, $218 00 

During the second term $5 00 was paid, making 


for 48 weeks, 240 00 
For the Winter term $5 00 was paid, making for 

24 weeks, | 120 00

This school has been taught throughout the year by Miss 
Smith. It always presents an appearance creditable to the 
teacher and the pupils. The order is of the best, and, as may

be supposed, the improvement is apparent. The best proof of 


the esteem in which this teacher is held by her pupils, is in the 


average attendance, which is, for the entire year, more than 95 
per cent. of the whole number on the Register. This is a kind 
of commendation of which ‘any teacher may be justly proud. 
We believe that parents, pupils and committee unite in the 


wish*that she may continue her services. The record upon the 


Register shows that this school has been more largely visited by 


parents and others than any other school in the town. This of 


itself is a great incentive to effort and fidelity on the part of the 
instructer.

Miss 'Tidd, who taught in the town during the whole of last 
year, has maintained her excellent reputation as a teacher dur- 
ing two terms of this. The improvement in this teacher has 
been remarked upon by the Committee, not less than by the 
parents of the pupils, from her first term of instruction. Hach 
succeeding course was a favorable contrast to its predecessor, in 
the order as well as in the modes of instruction and illustra- 
tion. At the close of her last «term, she merited and received 
high praise from all who attended at the examination. The 
Committee hoped to have been able to avail themselves of her 
services for the Winter term, but were unexpectedly disappoint- 
ed. Miss Hllen I. Crafts was, therefore, selected, and taught 
during the short Winter term. Six weeks is hardly a sufficient 
time to judge of the capacity and aptitude of a new teacher, 
especially, if, as in this case, it is her first attempt ‘and the 
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school is so small as scarcely to allow of any definite method: 
As far as the Committee could learn, she gave general satisfac- 
tion. A larger school, with the addition of experience, will 
allow the opportunity of testing her qualification to better 
| advantage.

This school has suffered the disadvantage of having been 
taught by different teachers in its different terms. Miss Hem- 
enway, who had taught during the Spring term, had proved 
herself a satisfactory teacher, but having been offered a more 
lucrative position, declined a re-appointment for the succeeding 
one. The Committee made choice of Miss Boyd for her suc- 
cessor. Miss B.’s scholarship was of a more than average rank, 
and she was in no wise deficient in the power to impart her 
knowledge, but she failed in the absolutely indispensible power 
of government. Natural timidity and a too quiet and sensi- 
tive organization precluded the possibility of decided action 
and strict discipline. The Committee felt that any deficiency in 
this regard, must, in the end, prove detrimental in every other; 
and while they appreciated other desirable qualities, have 
always aimed to demand in every teacher some decided talent 
for governing as well as teaching. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Cate, a youthful candi- 
date recently graduated, and who for the first time assumed the 
office of teacher. She has acquitted herself very well. Expe- 
rience added to her present capacity, faithfulness and assiduity, 
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will soon make for her an enviable reputation. Her school this 


term was very small, but we hope that the succeeding one will 
give more ample opportunities for the exercise of her ability.

This school has enjoyed the services of one of the best teach- 
ers that has ever been employed by this Committee. It isa 
pity that so small a number of pupils should be benefited by 
her instruction. In teaching arithmetic the Committee believe 
she is unequalled. She begins at the beginning. The rudi- 
ments are thoroughly taught. The reasons and explanations 
are not only clear, but brought down to the comprehension of 
_ the mind that is to receive them. The pupils of this school 
have decidedly improved. They exhibited the results of good 
tuition at every examination. The general appearance of the 
school has been commendable throughout the year. 


CENTRE SCHOOL. 


Winter Term.—James E. Parker, Teacher. 
Whole number of scholars, 37. 
Average attendance, 27. 


The Committee esteem themselves fortunate in having pro- 
cured the services of Mr. Parker during the last term. They 
expected a good account, and they have not been disappointed. 
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If the opinion of the parents is to be taken asa criterion of 
excellence, this school has seldom, if ever, been the recipient of 
| so happy a combination of instructive talent and administrative 
| ability. The Committee are happy in being able, in a good 
measure, to endorse this opinion of his qualifications. There 
| are many teachers in whom some one valuable quality is culti- 
vated and exercised at the expense of all the rest. The pupils 
appear brilliant and stupid by turns, and in this regard are 
often fair copies of the original. The Centre School of this 
year has exhibited no such unilateral progress. The teacher has 
succeeded in exciting an equal interest in almost every branch 
taught. This kind of instruction, while it may not admit of 
: dazzling display in any single line, has the modest merit of pro- 
ducing uniform advancement in all the useful and practical 
studies, and is in fact the prime desideratum of common school 
education. The perfect order which has prevailed through 
this term is the best encomium of the teacher’s governing abil- 
ity. Not a single instance of misbehavior has come to the 
knowledge of the Committee, nor has the complaint of a parent 
been heard. This uniform propriety of conduct was not the 
result of any severity of discipline. On the contrary no resort 
: to corporal punishment has been found necessary. Reasonable 
in demanding, then strict in requiring obedience, never severe» 
‘but always exact, a careful promise with a precise fulfilment 
vigilance in restraining the first out-croppings of evil, with the 
consciousness of sufficient reserved power for a contingency,— 
these relations, if they exist between master and pupil, are seen 
at once by the most careless visitor, and seldom fail to produce 
a well-disciplined school,—its only normal state for the recep-’ 
tion and digestion of wholesome mental. aliment. The exami- 
nation at the close of the term elicited the hearty approbation 
of parents and visitors, as well as of the examining Committee. 
It occupied the whole day, and was confined entirely to exami- 
nations in the studies of the term, with no extraneous exercises 
or meretricious display. 
On the whole, the Committee were well satisfied with the 
labors of Mr. Parker, and have no hesitation in assuring the 
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parents, that if the pupils have in any manner disappointed 
their expectations, the fault does not rest at the door of their 
instructor. ; 


REMARKS. 


Experience shows that the schools of our small country towns 
labor under some disadvantages unknown to cities and large 
manufacturing places. The first effort of the graduate who 
proposes to adopt teaching as a profession is to secure a small 
school in some retired village, where she can begin the work of 
education upon herself at the same time that she takes the 
incipient steps in attempting to impart her information to the: 
youthful minds committed to her charge. Fortunately for her, 
such situations are constantly offering,—situations that seem 
made to match the exigencies of each of the high contracting 
parties. The candidate desires the opportunity of testing her 
capacity in her untried vocation, as well as the means of appro- 
priating a legitimate claim to the reputation of “an experi- 
enced teacher.” On the other hand the Committee are often 
but too happy to find a youthful aspirant with whom “ wages 
are not so much an object” as achance to try the newly 
fledged wings of a neophite. Should the selection be a fortu- 
nate one, and the new comer prove a bargain, the Committee 
can plume themselves on their excellent judgment, and the 
experimentalist can at once prepare for a more enlarged field of 
usefulness anda corresponding increase in the remuneration. 
.The smali towns are thus made the nurseries from whence the 
successful incumbents are duly transplanted to more favorable 
situations. Experience and skill in all branches of labor must 
be paid for. Cities and large towns can afford the luxury of 
the best service, because in addition to the pecuniary stimulant, 
they can offer longer, and many of them constant employment. 
Although this town has suffered some in this regard, yet we 
may esteem ourselves fortunate in that we have retained the 
services of more than an average quality of teachers during the 
last year. ‘This is doubtless in part owing to the fact that since 
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| the war the field for this department of labor has largely dimin- 
| ished, and partly for mere local reasons, some teachers prefer- 
| ing to take schools, at a moderate compensation, in proximity to 
| their own homes rather than accept enhanced wages in a strange 
| and distant town. 
_ Other things being pretty nearly equal, the Committee aim 
' to secure those with whom these local reasons are of some 
| weight, hoping thereby to increase the chance of permanency 
| and so of usefulness. It isa great draw-back to the progress of 
any school to be obliged to install a new teacher at every suc- 
| cessive term. Instructors of equal merit may and do have quite 
| different rules and modes, both in the manner of communica- 
_ ting knowledge and in the art of government. A continuous 
method, even if not the very ‘best, will, on the whole, prove 
_more successful than a constant succession of changing regu- 
_ lations. ai 


Thoroughness in the Elementary Branches.—Probably in half 

_ the reports yearly issued by the committees of the public schools 
' some allusion is made to the necessity or the want of thorough- 
_ nessin teaching the rudiments. Lecturers on education expatiate 
on this topic, and year by year reiterate the same arguments 
and adduce the same examples. Committees find it an exhaust- 
less and almost always a pertinent text upon which to address 
the schools, and the teachers day by day assure the pupils that 
no real progress is made except by this plain pathway; and yet 
this evil continues to be one of the chief defects in our practice 
of instruetion. Theoretically we insist upon it, and practically 
forget or ignore it. A requirement so clearly underlying all 
hope of advancement would seem to require no urging, and to 
be equally easy in the enforcement. There are, however, diffi- 
culties in the way which would hardly be imagined by one who 
has never encountered them. In the first plaee comes the nat- 
ural desire of the pupil to explore into the leaves and lessons 
beyond. If he can recite passably in the lessons of to-day, he 
feels that he has fairly won exemption from further examination 
on that topic. Add to this the reinforcement which the child 
too often receives from parents at home, who seem to fear some 
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imputation of hereditary dulness if their progeny cannot at 
stated intervals communicate the satisfactory intelligence that 
they are through such or such a book. With the knowledge 
that the pupils are thus often encouraged to pursue this vicious 
course, and that it is with many the standard of progress, the 
instructor is often induced to sacrifice his own convictions of 
duty to the desire of pleasing those who are too ignorant or 
careless to be suitable judges of what vitally concerns their 
children’s welfare. Quite a proportion of most classes have a 
horror of reviewing. This repugnance is usually the confession 
of a superficial advance, and the pupil finds the second task as 
new as the first. It requires the co-operation of teachers, 
parents and Committee to remedy this defective feature in our 
common schools. The teacher; who, from the nature of the 
case is the true judge of the fitness of the pupil for advance- 
ment, ought to set his face like flint against any fictitious pro- 
motion. The parents ought to acquiese in the judgment, of the 
teacher, unless some sound reason can be shown for disputing 
it; and the Committee should strive to impress on all that what 
they require:is a thorough understanding of ever so little, rather 
than a superficial display of ever somuch. A common school 
education is for the great practical uses of life. Whatever is 
well learned will be enduring and ever ready. Whatever passes 
by the ear and not by the understanding will be as evanescent 
as the morning dew, as unreliable as a dream. 


Reading.—It is a matter of surprise that considering that 
the people of the New England States are probably the greatest 
readers in the world, how few among us can justly claim the 
reputation of being really good readers. We seem to have 
arrived at the conclusion that reading is too homely an acquisi- 
tion to polish, adorn, or even to decently accomplish. Yet how 
many ministers to-day owe their pulpit popularity to the art of 
knowing how to read well, more than to any other excellence ! 
Tn truth, to learn to read well is not the easy acquisition that 
many suppose; and it is doubtless true that there are more 
persons qualified to be superior singers than excellent readers. 
Both arts require cultivation and careful training. Jenny Lind, 
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the queen of sweet singers, rose {o the climax of perfection 
only by the most assiduous and laborious study and_ practice, 
extended through a long series of years. Yet this preparatory 
training was in no wise more severe, or longer continued, than 
that of Miss Kemble, in fitting herself to give those incompara- 
ble readings which have been the delight and instruction of so 
many thousands of admiring listeners. Each of these artists 
equally required the rarest gifts of nature, and the highest arti- 
ficial cultivation to achieve their wonderful success; and it is 
not too much to say that the chances of a reproduction of the 
one are as limited as the hopes of again listening to the peer of 
the other. The first requisite of good reading is a clear enun- 
ciation of each syllable. A hurried delivery buries up many 
nice excellencies. Clearness of utterance, correct emphasis, 
suitable modulation, and a tone representative of the sentiment 
to be expressed; these can be acquired by any pupil of ordi- 
nary parts, by paying a fair amount of time and patience for the 
value to be received. In this connection may be mentioned a 
fault very common in many schools where scholars are permit- 
ted to read long paragraphs without understanding the signifi- 
cation of many of the words. If the meaning of every word 
in a sentence is not known the phrase itself cannot be under- 
stood and no one can read with proper effect that which is not 
even comprehended. lSefore attempting to read a chapter the 
teacher should see that the pupils understand the sense of its 
vocabulary. One other error may be noted; the reading of 
difficult pieces of poetry by classes who are unable to properly 
read ordinary prose. The reading of this species of composition 
is only ad&pted to those who are well advanced in the art and 
can take the force of nice criticisms, and never by novices. The 
Committee believe that the reading has been gradually improving 
in this town, but there is yet a wide margin to be traversed before 
we shall approach to satisfaction. 


A New Study.—It is a common complaint that too many studies 
are required of the pupil, and that the mind is thus scattered over 
such a diversity of subjects that it is apt to become confused

instead of being enlightened. No doubt there is some force in 
this statement, and that in this as well as in all methods and 
means of expanding the intellect, care should be observed not to 
spread it over so much surface as to make it thin everywhere. 
Yet it may also be said that a new study may occasionally 
prove a relaxation and even a recreation after a wearisome 
application to one subject. 

As a general truth, few will claim that the new studies which 
are taken up and pursued during the last year or two in our 
common schools, are of real practical usefulness beyond the 
the exercising and enlarging of the understanding. A year in 
algebra, geometry, book-keeping, a modern language, or philos- 
ophy, is by no means lost, and may be of substantial benefit ; 
but the most of these pupils, being just on the threshold of 
active life, soon forget these late and superficial acquirements. 
A few years usually obliterates all but the remembrance of the 
study; and yet that study may have performed an important 
but unrecognized service in the development of the individual. 
Those branches are not therefore to be repudiated which are not 
literally brought into the field of action in after life, and yet in 
choosing between such various studies of this sort as offer their 
inducements, it would be wise to choose those, if possible, which, 
while expanding and strengthening the intellect, may also have 
a, direct and practical bearing on the future usefulness, as well 
as on the character of the student. 

‘The wonderful story of the history of our country during the 
last four years suggests the thought whether, for the class of 
pupils referred to, for those who devote the last year or two of 
a common school education to purely intellectual studées, a text- 
book could not be framed and compiled, which would properly 
lay the foundation of a correct knowledge of the system of that 
government under which it is presumed each pupil will remain 
during his life, of which he will be a part, and upon the main- 
tenance of which in its proper integrity depends his prosperity 
and his happiness. An elementary text-book of this character, 
suitable to this end, is a real desideratum, and does not exist in 
the range of our political literature. 

The wisest and best system of government yet derived from 
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the experience and ingenuity of man, ought to be thoroughly 
understood by those for whose benefit it exists, and upon whom 
devolves the responsibilities of preserving it for themselves and 
of transmitting it to their successors. What more interesting 
subject could be presented to the youth than a popular exposi- 
tion of the theory of our republican government? By what 
means can he so effectually understand his own relation to the 
government in which he may so soon play an active part ? 

With all our boasted intelligence it is but too true that there 
are many respectable members of the body politic, who not only 
misinterpret. the plainest axioms of free government, but who 
hardly have a correct conception of its true purposes. <A text- 
book enunciating and illustrating the simple and fundamental 
principles of our free institutions might be made in the hands 
of our public teachers, the instrument of immeasurable influ- 
ence in shaping the political character of the rising generation. 
The citizen who best understands his duties will usually prove 
the most determined defender of his rights, so that the educa- 
tion which inculeates the one, furnishes both arms and courage 
to maintain the other. The inculcation of one false theory as 
to our form of government has seduced to the support of the 
present rebellion tens of thousands of misguided champions, 
who, but for its pernicious teachings would have remained loyal 
citizens, invulnerable to any other attack. In no other country 
could a citizen have doubted to what power he owed his para- 
mount allegiance, for in scarcely any other country would he 
have enjoyed enough of liberty to have excited inquiry as to its 
source, or gratitude for its enjoyment. Among a free people, 
the discussion of questions of governmental policy of the rela- 
tion of its rights and duties, and of a thousand correlative and 
dependant questions will ever continue to exercise the best 
hearts and intellects of the land. The preparatory course for 
these discussions ought to be in our common schools; and un- 
doubtedly is in a large sense so under our present system 
through its general educational influences. Still a definite text- 
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book, clear and simple, adapted to the understanding of pupils 
of from twelve to fifteen years of age, would be a specific prepa- 
ration and training which would be of incalculable benefit to 
the individual and so to the body politic. Such a study would 
be preferred by pupils, as well as by parents, to those usually 
occupying the attention of their children during the last year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


Tue School Committee of the Town of Burlington beg leave to 
present the following report of the condition of the several schools 
during the past year, including the statistics of attendance, 
- expenditures, &c. 

The amount of money raised by the Town for the support of 
public schools during the year 1866-67, was $800; the amount 
received from the State School Fund was $90; making a total 
of $890. 

The number of schools kept during the year has been six. 
Four of these have been kept two terms, or twenty-five weeks 
each ; the fifth and sixth (at the Centre school-house), one term, 
or fourteen weeks each. All of the schools had female teachers. 

The compensation of the teachers for the Summer Term was 
$5; for the Fall Term, $6; and for the Winter Term, $8 per 
_ week; making $776 the whole amount for tuition for the year. 

The cost of fuel for the several school-houses, as near as can be 
computed, has been $100 ;—this sum including teaming, sawing, 
splitting, &c.; care of school-houses, &c, $20; making the whole 
amount for tuition, care of school-houses, fuel, &c., $896. 

The number of persons in the Town on the first day of May, 
A.D. 1866, between the ages of five and fifteen, as reported to 
the Commitee by the Assessors, was 113. 

The number of scholars who attended the schools during the 
year, over fifteen years of age, 8; number under five, 4. 

The number who attended during the Summer Term was 106 ; 
average attendance, 85. The number that attended the Fall 
Term was 100; average attendance, 80. The number who 
attended the Winter Term was 67; average attendance, 50.

The progress of the school was of an 
average with the other schools in Town; and the Committee are 
satisfied that Miss Quimby labored assiduously to make this a 
first-class school, and succeeded, with the exception of the order. 
The Committee think, if Miss Quimby had remained in charge of 
the school, she would have obviated that difficulty; but she 
received a more lucrative call, and resigned.

At the examination of these schools it was very evident that 
order reigned supreme ; that the scholars vied with the teachers to 
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° : 
make the schools brilliant. There was a spirit of harmony dis- 
played, seldom witnessed in the schools in this Town. The teach- 
ers introduced, —in addition to the regular studies, — declama- 
tion, speaking dialogues, &c., which had a very important result.” 
It has been a general Porepiaint that there were no good readers 
in the schools. The Committee have labored during the last four 
years to make a change in this particular, and think that they 
have come nearer to success this year than ever before. The 
miscellaneous exercises, declamation, &c., on Friday afternoons, 
created an ambition in the scholars to excel, not only in reading 
but in all of the studies. The Committee feel that the progress 
made during this Term was superior to that of any other Term in 
their administration. ‘The attendance has been quite regular, 
notwithstanding the inclement weather and the prevailing epi- 
demic. 'The Committee feel justified in saying that Misses Craft 
and Warren have added fresh laurels to their reputation by their 
very excellent management of these schools. ‘There has not been 
one instance of corporeal or any other unusual or severe punish- 
ment during this Term. 


REMARKS. 


It is gratifying to the Committee to be able to report that the 
educational interests of the town are in a prosperous condition, 
and they feel a great satisfaction in being able to say that they 
think that they have been very successful in carrying on the 
schools the past year. ‘here have been but two changes of 
teachers during the year; which fact of itself went far towards 
unanimity and perseverance in the schools. The Committee take 
this opportunity to express their thanks to the parents and friends 
for their cordial co-operation with them in visiting and encourag- 
ing the schools the past year, it being unprecedented in their 
experience, but proving most conclusively that the Committee 
were particularly fortunate in their choice of teachers, as also in 
their regulations. There has been displayed throughout the 
schools a determination that the object in going to school is to 
learn; and a laudable ambition has been prominent, in the major- 
ity, to excel in their several branches of study. This was 
especially apparent at the Centre Schvols. The teachers of all 
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of the schools seemed to have adopted the motto, it is not ‘the 
greatest number of pages,” but ‘‘ accomplish understandingly, and 
clearly comprehend.” At the commencement of the school year 
it was suggested to the Committee by a number of the citizens 
that it would be beneficial to have the accommodation at the 
Centre School extended. After examining the subject in all its 
bearings, the Committee decided that they would employ two 
female teachers, form two schools, and accommodate all who could 
attend school during the Winter Term. The schools commenced 
the third day of December, with sixty-seven scholars, each school 
keeping three and one-half months; and, as far as the Committee 
can learn, have given entire satisfaction. Nothing has occurred 
during the year, in the administration of our schools, of an 
unusual import; and nothing of a general nature, requiring very 
extended remarks in this report. There has been but one case of 
insubordination, resulting in expulsion; and no instance of 
unusual or excessive punishment during the year. The Committee 
would again urge upon the parents the necessity of their support- 
ing the teachers in enforcing every necessary regulation of the 
school, by advising and encouraging their children to cheerfully 
obey their teachers in all they may require of them; as no true 
teacher would ask or expect more from a ut | than they are 
capable of performing.

REPORT OF LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


The Committee having charge of the Town Library beg leave 
to offer the following Report: 

The condition of the Library is very good. We find on examina- 
tion, a number of the favorite works are much,worn; and would 
recommend having them duplicated, or replaced by works of equal 
merit. The Committee are satisfied, from past experience, that 
the Library is a public benefit; hence it should receive the con- 
stant encouragement and favor of all of those who believe it to be 
a true medium of instruction and progress; and so use their influ- 
ence as to cause all interested to exert themselves in favor of the 
increase of the number of volumes. 

There is now in the Library 717 volumes, being an increase of 
20 volumes over the number last year. 1 volume was presented 
by a friend, and 19 purchased. The Committee do hereby 
acknowledge the receipt of $25 from Wm. Winn, Esq., in lieu of 
a ‘Town appropriation. In consideration of this fact, the Com- 
mittee think it would be judicious for the citizens to appropriate 
much more than the usual sum; say $50 at least. There has 
been circulated during the year 1,470 volumes, being an increase 
of 110 over the number last year. 

There has been no money taken for fines this year; which fact 
shows conclusively that the readers are enough interested to obey 
the regulations strictly. 

In closing this Report, the Committee would respectfully repre- 
sent that they do cordially recommend the present Librarian to 
their successors, as one worthy of their respect and confidence.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee of the Town of Burlington beg leave 
to present the following Report of the condition of the several 
schools during the past year, including the statistics of attend- 
ance, expenditures, &c. 

The amount of money raised by the Town for the support of 
Public Schools during the year 1867-8 was $800; the amount 
received from the State School Fund was $105.95; making a 
total of $905.95. 

The number of schools kept during the year has been five. 
Three of these have been kept three terms, or thirty weeks ; 
one, two terms, or twenty-four weeks; and one, one term, or 
twelve weeks. All of the schools had female teachers. 

The compensation of the teachers for the Summer and Fall 
Terms was $6; for the Winter, one school, $6; two others, $5; 
and the Centre, $8 per week ; making $768 the amount for 
tuition for the year. — 

The cost for fuel, including teaming, sawing, splitting, &., 
as near as can be computed, has been $126; and $20 added 
for care of school-houses, makes the whole amount for tuition, 
fuel, &c., $914. 

The number of persons in the Town on the first day of May, 
1867, between the ages of five and fifteen, as reported to the 
Committee by the assessors, was 104. 

The whole number of scholars who attended the schools 
over fifteen was 12; the number under five was 5. 

The number. who attended during the Summer Term was 
103; average attendance, 86. The number who attended the 
Fall Term was 102; average attendance, 86. The number 
who attended the Winter Term was 77; average attend- 
ance, 62.

At the examination of this school the Committee found just 
what they expected to find,—a school under perfect control. 
The order could not possibly be better, and the progress was 
steady and sure. It was remarked at this examination that two 
or three of the scholars, usually considered rather dull, came 
out quite brilliantly. This school was kept but two terms, or 
twenty-four weeks. As the Committee invited Miss Warren to 
take charge of the Centre School for the Winter Term, the 
parents of the East School pupils, not wishing to lose the ser- 
vices of Miss Warren as teacher of their children, requested 
the Committee to postpone the opening of the school until the 
close of the Centre, to which they cheerfully consented.

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This school commenced under the most favorable circum- 
stances. In the first place, the teacher was well known and 
beloved, her tactics well understood, and the determination of 
the scholars to make this a working term, all tended to pro- 
duce, what was witnessed on examination day, a perfect suc- 
cess ;—in fact, the school was a unit. The classes in history 
and physiology, and the class in map-drawing, displayed the 
true disposition of the scholar,—a desire to excel. The read- 
ing was superior. The Committee think they can say, with 
perfect confidence, that there are some good readers in town 
now. The arithmetic classes in particular deserve great praise 
for their progress and the excellent examination which they 
passed. In point of fact, the whole school deserves commenda- 
tion for the remarkable good order and attention to their 
duties during the whole term, as well as on the day of exami- 
nation. The number of visitors during the term, and especially 
on the day of examination, (which, by the way, is unpre- 
cedented,) is confirmation strong that the teacher was fully 
appreciated, and is a source of great satisfaction to the Com- 
mittee. We are satisfied that this year was an improvement, 
on the last.

REMARKS. 


The Committee are satisfied that the past year has been a 
successful one, inasmuch as the average attendance at all of 
the schools exceeds that of last year, and the progress has been 
steady and apparent. ‘The order in all of the schools has been 
superior during the year, and no complaints of any moment 
have been made to the Committee for wilful disobedience or 
general bad conduct, nor has there been any punishment of a 
severe nature inflicted,—all of which marks a degree of satis- 
faction and contentment seldom equalled. It was with great 
pleasure that the Committee (on examining the registers of 
the school,) found the names of so many visitors,—the number 
amounting to 229; an average of 19 to each school each term. 
This state of things is not only encouraging to the pupils, but 
cheering to the teachers and Committee, and a solid argument 
in favor of the teachers and schools of the town. Last year, 


leey 


at the request of quite a number of the citizens, the Com- 
mittee tried the experiment of keeping two schools in the Centre 
School building, and closing the other four schools for the 
Winter Term; and notwithstanding the basement story was not 
suitable for a school-room,—yet there was a very successful 
school of forty-one scholars kept there fourteen weeks,—and 
notwithstanding the inclemency of the season and the epidemic 
among the children, there was an average attendance of 
thirty-three. 

This experiment having given so much satisfaction, the 
Committee, after carefully reviewing the subject, earnestly 
recommend that the basement story of the Centre School-house 
be fitted up for a school-room, and the Committee confidently 
think they can accommodate more scholars for a longer term 
and at less expense than by any other method that they can at 
present devise. We feel satisfied that the short term of six 
weeks’ school is almost a useless expense. And from conver- 
sations the Committee have had with the citizens interested, it 
is very evident that there is a change needed in the arrange- 
ment of the winter schools, and your Committee candidly 
submit that they can see no way out of the dilemma, except 
by the recommendation in this Report; and they also request 
the citizens to examine the case on its merits, and they can 
rest assured that the Committee will cheerfully carry out their 
views in so far as they are practicable.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


The Committee having charge of the Town Library beg leave 
to offer the following Report. 

The condition of the Library, considering the wear, is quite 
good. The whole number of volumes is 771, being an increase 
of 54 over the number of last year. The circulation for the 
year has been 1,524,—a slight increase over that of last year. 
Two volumes were received from Washington. All of the 
other volumes were purchased with the town appropriation. 

Your Committee would respectfully represent that the 
Library has been in existence twelve years, and in that time 
the number of volumes has doubled, and the circulation nearly 
so. In 1857, the Committee reported 850 volumes, and a 
circulation of 987; and this year the Committee report 771 
volumes, and a circulation of 1,524,—making an increase of 
421 volumes, and in circulation of 587. In 1858, the whole 
number of volumes reported was 474, and the Town passed a 
vote authorizing the Committee to procure a suitable catalogue, 
and three hundred copies’were furnished the Library. That 
number has long been exhausted, and as the readers and vol- 
umes have greatly increased since that time, your Committee 
would recommend that the Town empower the Committee to 
procure a catalogue to suit the present emergency. At the 
end of the first half of the year, the librarian (Mrs. John 
Wood,) informed the Committee that, in consequence of her 
being about to leave Town, it would be necessary to remove the 
Library, and accept of her resignation, which, (much _to their 
regret,) they were compelled to. Accordingly the Committee 
removed it to its present location, (in the store of Silas Cutler,) 
and appointed Mr. A. E. Brown, who has given perfect satis- 
faction, in the opinion of the Committee.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


AGREEABLY to the requirements of law and of custom, 
the School Committee of the Town of Burlington, present 
their Report for the year 1868-9. 

At the Annual Meeting, in April, the Town voted to ap- 
propriate $800.00 for teaching the Town schools for the 
year. 

The amount of money received from the State, for this 
year, was $94.70, making a total of $894.70. 

The number of schools kept in the Town has been 5 in 
all,—4 in the outskirts, and 1 in the Centre, making 3 
terms, or 30 weeks, for each district school, and 1 term 
of 12 weeks at the Centre, making a total of 132 weeks, 
or 35 months. . 

There were four females and one male teacher employed 
this year. 

The compensation of the female teachers for the term of 
30 weeks has been as follows, viz. : — 


North School, $180.00, or $6.00 per week.

The salary of the male teacher at the Centre was $96.00 
or $8.00 per week, making the total expense for tuition 
$846.00. ; 

The cost for fuel, including teaming, sawing, etc., as near 
as can be computed, has been $70,°,%, and $22.00 added for 
care of school-houses mikes the whole amount for tuition, 
fuel, etc., $958.50. 

The number of persons in the Town on the first day of 
May, 1868, between the ages of five and fifteen, as reported 
by the Assessors, was 91. ? 
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The whole number of scholars who attended the schools 
over fifteen years of age was 14; the number under five 
was 6. | 

The number of scholars who attended the Summer ‘Term 
in the four schools was 107; the average attendance was 
86. The number of scholars who attended the Fall Term 
was 92; the average attendance was 79.

The Committee esteem themselves fortunate in their choice 
of Mr. Thompson for the teacher of this school. He came 
to us without experience, but highly recommended; and we 
feel perfectly satisfied that teaching is his vocation. The 
teacher has succeeded in exciting an equal interest in all 
of the branches taught; and, in consequence, a uniform 
advancement in all of the studies was perceptible throughout 
the term. The examination at the close of the term elicited 
the full approbation of parents and visitors, as well as of the 
Committee. Unfortunately the school was decimated one 
third, the last of the term, by an epidemic ; notwithstanding 
which the Committee were well satisfied that the term has 
been beneficial and profitable.

- The Committee are happy to report their belief that dur- 
ing the past year the schools have maintained a character 
and made a progress equal to that of any year of the past 
six, at least. ‘hat they have had faithful teachers, who 
sought to perform their duty, and make their experience a 
qualification for still higher accomplishment in their very re- 
sponsible duties ; and, as it is with all who desire to reach the 
highest position in their calling, success follows exertion. It 
seems to be the determination of most teachers of the present 
day to make thoroughness the rule, and to make a perfect 
conception of the principle involved the true method in reci- 
tation; and in this respect the schools, the past year, have 
been a decided improvement. The government of the 
schools has been carried through with a perfect freedom 
from physical force, which has been a source of satisfaction 
to the Committee. 

The Committee have to complain once more of the ab- 
senteeism of the pupils. It has been a source of serious 
annoyance to the teachers, as well as being detrimental to 
the best interests of the schools ; and we think that in many 
cases it might have been prevented if the parents would 
have exercised a little more discretion. We hope the reg- 
isters will not display so many blank marks from this cause 
another year. 

The Committee regret to have to record that a great 
amount of trouble at the schools this year was caused solely 
by evil-minded persons circulating false reports, and influ- 
encing pupils against obeying the regulations. ‘This conduct 
is reprehensible, and, indeed, will subject such persons to dis- 
grace. Your Committee have decided that, in their opinion, 
the six weeks schools are a waste of time and money, and 
would therefore respectfully recommend that the winter 
term of all the schools be kept in the Centre school-house. 
This will be no experiment, as our experience has proved 
that we can accomodate more pupils and at less expense 


than by any other method.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE, 


THE Committee having charge of the Town Library offer 
the following report : — 


At the Annual Town Meeting, held in April, 1868, the 
Town voted to authorize the Committee to procure a suitable 
catalogue for the benefit of the patrons of the library ; also 
an appropriation of $40.00 to meet the expense of the 
same. Your Committee attended to this duty, and procured 
300 copies, which exhausted the appropriation. ‘There are 
now in the library 78 volumes of reports on agriculture, edu- 
cation, minerals, statistics, etc., and 16 pamphlets, which were 
not entered on the catalogue, for the reason the expense 
would have exceeded the appropriation. 

The whole number of volumes is as follows: 782 volumes 
miscellaneous works, 78 volumes reports, and 16 pamphlets. 
This is an increase of 23 volumes over the number last 
year, viz., 11 volumes miscellaneous and 12 of reports. 
The miscellaneous works were received in exchange and 
purchased with the money received for fines. The volumes 
of reports were presented by Gen. N. P. Banks, Hon. Chas. 
Sumner, Wm. Winn, Esq., and the Secretary of the Board 
of Education. The circulation for the year has been 1,605, 
being an increase of 81 over that of last year. 

We find, on examination, that the books are in a fair con- 
dition, and have been used with as much care the last year 
as on any previous year, and were all returned according to 
the regulations. We would respectfully recommend that 
the Town make a generous appropriation this year for the 
purchase of books, as there are some valuable works now in 
the market for which there have been many urgent inquiries,

and which would make an interesting and important addition 
to the library. By so doing they will receive the grateful 
thanks of the rising generation.
